BERLIN, Sept. 11.—Russian attempts 
to capture the town of Halicz, on the 
Dniester fn Galicia, regarded as 2 key 
to the defense of Lemberg from the south- 
east, have been frustrated by the Teu- 
tonic forces, according to today’s official 
war office announcement, Troops under

to be an attempt by the Russians, ex- 
ploiting their gain ot territory on 
Sept. 6, to break through by a quick 
subsequent assault on Bursztyn, 
twelve miles north of Halicz, and at 
the same time put themselves in pos- 
session of Halicz.

“ALMOST AT WILL 


— ASSERTS BRITISH | 
POUND FORWARD 


Writer Says Counter Attacks 
of Germans Show’ Their 
Fr s Weakening, 


BY ARNO DOSCHFLEURET. 

ON THE BRITISH FRONT ON THE 
SOMME, Sept, 11.—The battle of the 
Somme is just beginning. All that has 
happened since the Germans were 
blown out of their front line trenches 
by the Franco-British assault ‘early in 
July, has been a mere start. in the 
preparation for what is coming. Eng- 
land evidently is prepared to fight it 
out on the Somme not only all summer, 
but all winter. 

Both the French and the British are 


| willing to take a bite a day, especially 


as each bite is less expensive in lives. For 
the Germans are out of their deep shel- 
ters and in most places are holding new 
and shallower trenches and mine cra- 
ters. 

I am writing in an underground hole, 
fifty feet deep, dug near the Mametz 
wood by the Germans, Far back is 
what was the front ling~of German 


trenches before the Somme : offensive 
began. Now I am so far in the rear 


of the British troops, who took by 
assault this section of trenches, that the 
huge German contact shells and lyddite 
shrapnel are not breaking within a mile. 


Germans Losing Constantly. 

The Germans evidently are not strong 
enough to counter attack on the same 
scale, as they have been losing ground 
steadily for the last two months. The 
demoralizing effect of the continual de- 
feat is telling now on the German troops. 

The battlefield is full of troops camped 
even on exposed ground. This seemed 
foolhardy until it was explained that the 


‘| English air service is so much more ac- 
tive that the German airmen cannot get 


near enough to report positions. Ger- 
man batteries continually are busy, but 
they never know what the resultis. Con- 
sequently most of their shells do no harm. 

The British airmen are constantly over 
the German lines. In the last hour I 
have counted over thirty braving the 
German shrapnel directing the British 
fire. No German airmen attacked them. 
This superiority of the allied air fleets 
gives them a great advantage, as the 
Germans cannot tell on what piece of 
trench the next assault is coming. 


Compares Other Shell Fire. 
Much hae been cabled from the Ger- 
man front on the Somme trying to 
prove that the German defense is 
extraordinary under an unprecedented 
shell fire None doubts the German 
courage, but the shell fire is not un- 
precedented. They have been losing 
ground steadily under such shell fire

On the Somme they are Giving

ground. The ordinary day today is no 
worse than the days on the Aisne when 
the French and British held on without 
yielding a trench in six weeks without 
being able to return one shell for ten. 

The British shelling of the German 
lines is no greater than the Germans 
gave the Belgians for seventeen days 
on the Yser, and the Belgians were un-

able to return one shell in a hundred, 
but the Belgians held. 


Supreme Effort Not Reached. 

This has been a vigorous offenstve, 
but it is not a supreme one. The Ger- 
mans are trying to show that the allied 
advance here has been. at an enormous 
cost. Undoubtedly the cost has beet 
heavy, byt it is nothing like the German 
estimat After traveling along the 
whole British front in France, it is ap- 
parent to me that the British are much 
better off for ammunition than the Ger- 
mans. Most places they are using five 
shells to one German, but on the Somme 
the Germans have plenty and they are 
not sparing. 

1 mention these circumstances be- 
cause the way the Germans are over- 
doing their heroics amuses the Brit- 
ish officers, who see in it a sign of Ger- 
man weakness. They say the Germans 
never bluffed tha tway when ey ‘were 
winning. 

“The Germans are cryin to make the 
defense of the Somme appear as heroic 
as the French defense of Verdun,” said 
a high British officer. ‘‘ But the French 
still have Verdun after six months. 
Wait and see where the Germans are 
after another four months“

Conditions Across Border, 


New London, Conn., Sept. 11.—With 
the border situation set aside temporar- 


‘ily, the American-Mexican joint com- 
müssen devoted itself today to deter- 


mining the extent of the control exer- 
cised in Mexico by the de facto govern- 
ment, the information being supplied 
by the Mexican commissioners. It was 
stated informally that upon the show- 
ing made by the Carranza government 
rested the possibility that the Washing- 
ton government would revoke its warn- 
ing to Americans to stay out of Mexico. | 
It was explained that the question ot 
transportation was vital to any resump- 


‘I tien of industry in Mexico. The follow- 


ing information from data supphled by 
the Mexican commissioners was given 
out: 

At present the Carranza government 
is operating the entire 8,000 miles of the 
government lines, as well as 2,000 miles 
belonging to private companies. In ad- 
dition, the de facto government has 
turned over the Mexican Railway and 
the Southern Pacific systems to theit 
respective owners. In short, about 12,000 
out of a total of 13,000 miles are today 
in operation. 


Increased Railroad Income, 

“In January, 1915, the total income 
of the government lines was 647,000 
pesos paper currency. At the time the 
Carranza government was in Vera Cruz 
the monthly income hed advanced to 
8,000,000 pesos paper currency. Since 
then the monthly income has increased, 
until in August, 1916, it reached 25,000,- 
000 pesos, paper currency. The total 
tonnage of freight at present is virtual- 
ly the same as in 1912. All this has 
been accomplished in epite of a short- 
age of rolling stock. 
In October, 1915, there was a monthly 
deficit of from 2,000,000 to 38,000,000 
pesos in the gperation of the lines. 
At present the receipts are sufficient 
to meet operating expenses and there 
is a surplus, which is devoted to the 
repair of the lines.
